- Canada Must Fight Geography 


Sir John A. Macdonald, the first Premier of the Dominion, used to say 
that Canadit was a difficult country to govern. The truth of that observation 
has become more and more apparent with the passing of the years. In Sir 
John's day the greatest diff_leulty was found in reconciling the opposing view- 
points of the French and English speaking, Protestant and Roman Catholic 
elements in our population, allhough he also was confronted with the diffter- 
ences existing in the economic requirements of Ontario and Quebee as com- 
pared with the Maritime Provinees. The West versus East problem lad 
not become acute prior to Sir John's passing. 

Much of the bitterness in regard to racial and religious differences which 
divided Canada into two camps in the cighties and nineties has passed away. 


Occasionally the dying embers ave fanned by extreme partizans bankrupt | 


ot any solid basis for opposition to their political opponents. but such tactics 
are frowned upon by the people of Canada generally. 


But while education and the cultivation of a spivit Of charitableness has | 
Iurgely succeeded in banishing the old partizanship and bigotry of the past, | 


n) 


lines of division among the people of Canada are just as sharply drawn as 
ever, only now the differenees are wholly econdmic, whereas formerly they 
wore racial and religious. While it is regrettable that there should be lines 
of division, they are much to be preferrcd to those which once existed ind be- 
devilled public life and largely nullified cvery cifort toward national develop- 
ment of the Dominion. . ; 

In this very strenuous commercial age, and in a world still handicapped 
_by the upheaval of the Groat War, Canada finds itself unable to present a 
united front to the; world with a strong and well defined: national policy. On 
the contrary, there is a lack of anything worthy to be called a national policy. 
There is an absence of deep national sentiment. Instead of the people be- 
ing united as Canadians first, last and all the time, they are divided into three 
main groups—the far east or Maritime ‘Province group, the central or indus- 
trial group of Ontario and Quebec, and the Western agricultural group. ‘To 
some extent there is a fourth, or far west group, British Columbia.  Mvents 
are, however, rapidly shaping thomselyes making the interests of the Prairie 
Provinces and British Columbia common interests, ; 

Not man, bul nature itself, has set up the obstacles_operating to divide 
Canada into these distinct groups. “Yor halt a century Canada has been 
fighling nature, or geography, in an almost superhuman and certainly cour-

this continent. Canadian public men, irrespective ef party, or race, or re- 
ligion, and regardless of the fiscal ar economic views held by them, have 
striven-to achieve this result.

Soil Fertility In West _ 


Prairie Soils Lose Fertility at Less 

Rapid Rate as Time- Goes On 
Soil fertility investigations conduct- 
ed by: Dr. F. 'f'. Shutt, Dominion chem- 
ist, over a serles of years, have prov- 
ed ‘that western prairie solls which 
lose fertility~at a rapid rate’ during 
the first few-years of cullivation and 
cropping, lose fertility.at a less rapid 
rate-as.time goes on. 

The lessons learned from this in- 
vestigation point conclusively to the 
necessity of. introducing: rotation 
grasses. and clovers into’ farming 
practice if profitable. farming ds to. be 
maintained ‘says the Dominion depart- 
ment of agriculture. At the conclu- 
sion of. his “bulletin. covering his in- 
vestigations on this subject, the Do- 
minion chemist. points hopefully to 
‘the increasing adoption of mixed farm- 
ing, including ‘dairying and stock rais- 
ing. 

The extension of. this ‘eictioo. Dr. 
Shutt points out, necessarily involves 
a scheme of soil management which 
serves to maintain fertility and_tends 
towards increasing rather than de- 
creasing the grain output of the 
prairies. 

The bulletin covers investigations, 
particularly at Brandon, Manitoba;

Ottawa.—A resolution — proposing 
that “Canada should consider the 
question of defence of our sca coasts 
and of our ocean-borne lines of com- 
merece,” was introduced in “the House 
of Commons by A. W. Neill, Independ- 
ent, Comox- Alberni. 

Mr. Neill introduced the: subject by] 
suggesting that the question be taken 
up in a non-partisan spirit. Je sug- 
gested that a small committee of the 
house might be formed to consider the 
matter, with the aid of technical ex- 
perts. <A policy might be evolved or 
defence under the name of the “Can- 
adfan policy.” 

Mr. Neill urged the necessity for 
defence of coast lines and shipping. 
The dry dock at-Eguimalt, which was 
to be finished shortly, would be of 
vilal importance to any British naval 
operations in the Pacific. ‘Today, it 
was particularly open to the world, 
with only a few obsolete gun§ to pro-

In their bul- 
letin on “The Farmer’s Vegetable Gar- 
den,” Messrs. MacKillican and Coo 
er of the Brandon experimental farm, 
point out that by cutting good-sized 
crowns or pieces off the plants in the 
garden, suflictent forced stalks°can be 
secured for a family. 

The richer the soil is for rhubarb 
the better. It can be propagated from 
seed, but it Is an improvement to nro- 
pagate by transplanting sections of 
root. Holes for planting can be dug 
or a furrow opened up seven or eight 
inches deep with «a plough. It 
should be mentioned that a spot where 
manure has-been piled is ideal for 
rhubarb. Set the plants in squares 
four feet apart each way. Small see- 
tions of root with a single crown are 
to be -preferred and in planting the 
crown should be about level with the 
surface, the earth being firmly pack- 
ed around. Plant in carly spring and 
cultivate with a horse and scuffler or 
by hand during the first season, The 
rhubarb will then be ready for light 
use the next year, but should not be 
heavily used until’ the next season. 
Keep out weeds and grass by digging 
each spring and subsequent cultira- 
tion. 

1f the roots. are to be cultivated in 
the cellar dig them out before winter 


solidly.. Set the plants close togeth- 
er either in boxes or on the floor. They 
can remain in total or almost total 
darkness, as that improves the color. 
Although one lot of plants will throw 
;up stalks for six weeks or two months, 
that is. until the roots are exhausted, 
to ensure a continuous supply some 
roots can be kept frozén and not pul 
in the-cellar until the stalks from the 
first’ lot are ready for use., The tem- 
perature of the cellar. should be be- 
tween 50 and 60-degrees I’.
